DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-6 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Ichikawa (JP 10-44712), Mochida (JP 2-74403), Kabe (JP 62-261504), 
Pirotte (US 6,588,472), Billinglsey (US 2,947,339), Boussu (US 2,884,040), and 
Bourdon (US 2,493,614) teach tire constructions including radial band layers positioned 
between a carcass ply and an overlying belt structure. However, none of these 
references suggest, disclose, or teach a tire construction in which the radial band layer, 
belt plies, and carcass plies have a modulus, cord density, and cord inclination in 
accordance to the claimed quantitative relationship. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
